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Council Supports USPS Proposal, 
Voting Paper Trail, Health Plan 


The Greenbelt Post Office was 
the primary topic at the April 26 
meeting of the Greenbelt City 
Council. It will again be an 
agenda item up for decision at 
the May 10 meeting. Timothy 
Haney, district manager of the 
Capital District of the U.S. Postal 
Service, and other staff members 
were at the meeting to describe 
the two alternatives for the loca- 
tion and services of the post office 
in Greenbelt. 

Also at the meeting council 
reviewed recommendations to add 
a paper trail to the voting process 
in time for the next election, dis- 
cussed a proposed shift of fund- 
ing from Eleanor Roosevelt to 
DuVal High School and was 
briefed on what council viewed as 
an attractive retirement health 
savings plan for city employees. 

Post Office 

After years of discussion, nego- 
tiation and planning, the choices 
for postal service in Greenbelt 
come down to two basic alterna- 
tives, Timothy Haney explained

to councilmembers and citizens in 
attendance at the meeting. The 
postal service can maintain a full- 
service retail operation in 
Roosevelt Center and move only 
carrier and distribution services to 
the new upcoming facility at 
Hanover Parkway and Glen Ora 
Drive. The other option is to 
move all of the existing opera- 
tions to the new site and work 
with the community to identify a 
potential site for a contract postal 
unit in or around Roosevelt Cen- 
ter. 

Haney said that the city’s re- 
quest that the postal service main- 
tain retail operations at both loca- 
tions was not economically fea- 
sible based on the level and vol- 
ume of business in the Roosevelt 
location and that anticipated for 
the new facility. Haney was sym- 
pathetic with the desire to provide 
for customers’ needs and was 
looking for an innovative way to 
have both a full-scale state-of-the 
art facility at Hanover and Ora 
Glen and maintain essential cus- 


tomer services in old Greenbelt. 

His solution was a Contract 
Postal Unit (CPU), which he ex- 
plained in detail. The CPU is a 
partnership between the postal 
service and a local business, 
which agrees to install and oper- 
ate a modular postal unit. The 
CPU provides essentially all of 
the retail services in a postal fa- 
cility. Thus, customers can buy 
all of the usual services and prod- 
ucts, from stamps to shipping. 
Only postal boxes would not be 
available at the CPU. 

Haney said that there are nu- 
merous benefits to the retailer 
who adds a CPU to an existing 
business. Postal customers would 
bring more traffic to the establish- 
ment, with resulting increase in 
sales from other products. In ad- 
dition, the postal service pays the 
retailer a percentage of the busi- 
ness generated. 

The CPU is a system ready-to- 
go, he said. It’s self-contained

Public Works Staff Stretched 
Thin as City Facilities Grow 


The Greenbelt City Council’s 
fifth worksession on the Fiscal 
Year 2005 budget on Wednesday, 
April 28 dealt with the Greenbelt 
Public Works Department. Public 
Works Director Kenny Hall, using 
a department “tag team” ap- 
proach, provided council with an 
up-to-date assessment of the 
department’s budget, “strictly cov- 
ering existing services” and a few 
“proposed service changes” in the 
area of waste disposal and the 
yard waste special trash programs. 

Other team members participat- 
ing were Bill Phelan, assistant di- 
rector of public works; Carolyn 
Clemens, superintendent of opera- 
tions; and Cindy Murray, recy- 
cling coordinator. Like their 
counterparts in the other city de- 
partments, they had a requisite 
Power Point® presentation but it 
was interspersed with each key

staff member taking the lead on 
specific projects and programs de- 
pending on his/her area of re- 
sponsibility and expertise. 

For those who like what they 
see happening around town, the 
worksession was a good review of 
how the public works team takes 
care of our business, maintains 
our facilities, keeps us green in 
more ways than one and at the 
Same time responds to a variety 
of requests for services from citi- 
zens, other city departments and 
community organizations. 

The manager’s proposed bud- 
get has them doing these things 
with the same staff complement as 
the current year’s budget (52.7 full 
time equivalents) with a modest 
increase in public works salaries of 
$22,300. Overall public works 
expenditures are up only $108,700 
for FYOS over FY04. 


What Goes On 


For the second year in a row, 
the city manager has not funded 
a request for a skilled labor posi- 
tion on the facilities maintenance 
staff. The department is looking 
for someone who would have the 
capability of responding to a 
wide variety of technical mainte- 
nance issues and repair requests. 
The recommended position would 
be slotted at the Grade 9 level 
(about $40,000 to $50,000). 

In support of the request, Su- 
perintendent of Operations 
Carolyn Clemens outlined in a 
March 1, 2004 departmental 
memo the number of city facili- 
ties that have come on line over 
the past 45 years, with no addi- 
tions being made to the two po- 
sitions (facilities maintenance 
manager and helper) with respon-

Mishkan Torah Choir Sings 
At Arlington Cemetery

On Sunday afternoon, April 
25, the Mishkan Torah Choir 
participated in a memorial ser- 
vice honoring the life achieve- 
ment of British General Orde 
Wingate, at the amphitheater at 
Arlington Cemetery. Wingate 
had a very influential role in the 
formation of the Haganah, the 
precursor of the current Israel 
Defense Force in mandated Pal- 
estine in the late 1930s. His ac- 
tivities were not appreciated by 
the British High Command and 
he was sent to Eritrea, in 1940. 
In 1941 Wingate was sent to 
work behind the Japanese lines in 
what was then Burma. There he 
formed and led the Chindits, a 
clandestine force composed of 
British and Indian soldiers who

attacked the Japanese supply 
trains and roads. Wingate died 
in a plane crash while flying 
over the Himalaya mountains. 
Since the majority on the plane 
were Americans and it was im- 
possible to identify who was 
who, all of the bodies recovered 
were buried at Arlington. 

Mishkan Torah’s Choir sang 
in Yiddish, Hebrew and English 
in three-part harmony. The choir 
is led by Becky Silverstein. It 
is more of a concert choir than 
one that officiates at services. 
Its repertoire is a mixture of Ju- 
daic liturgical, folk and popular 
music in Yiddish, Hebrew, Ladino 
and English. They will be in 
concert on Father’s Day, June 20, 
at Mishkan Torah.

Manuel Pereira 

Manuel Pereira 
died unexpectedly 
of a stroke on 
March 26, 2004, at 
Doctors Community 
Hospital in Lanham. 
He was 58. He is survived by 
his wife Nancy Boardman and 
sons Jaime and Miguel Pereira, as 
well as his mother and sister in 
Portugal. Nancy and their sons 
recently returned from Olhao, 
Portugal, where Manuel was laid 
to rest with his father, who died 
a year and a half ago. 

Manuel was born in the 
Algarve region of southern Portu- 
gal and moved to Greenbelt with 
his family about 20 years ago. 
He graduated from the University 
of Genoa in Italy in 1976 with a 
dual engineering degree in naval 
architecture and marine engineer- 
ing. 

Subsequently, he and Nancy 
moved to Lisbon, Portugal where 
their two sons were born. There 
he became a highly regarded in- 
spector of ships and boats for the 
government agency responsible 
for the safety of all the civilian 
fleet in Portuguese waters. He 
was also chosen to be the Portu- 
guese delegate at International 
Maritime Organization meetings 
in their London headquarters. 

Upon moving to Greenbelt he 
continued in this profession as a 
consultant. During his years in 
Greenbelt he was an avid fol- 
lower of his sons’ numerous ac- 
tivities in the community. From 
their years as Little League base- 
ball players, to Boys and Girls 
Club basketball and soccer teams, 
to his co-founding of the Comets, 
the first National Capital Soccer 
League team in Greenbelt, on 
which Miguel played for seven 
years, Manuel rarely missed a 
game. In Jaime’s high school 
years at Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School, Manuel enjoyed the soc- 
cer games and took pride in 
Jaime’s participation as a percus- 
sionist in the school’s wind en- 
semble under the direction of 
Sally Wagner. 

He came to have a special 
fondness for Greenbelt and its 
natural beauty and could often 
be seen walking the family dog, 
Scamper, around Greenbelt Lake, 
in Boxwood Village and in the 
Roosevelt Center area. There 
was more time for this after his 
sons graduated from high school, 
as Miguel is currently pursuing a 
Ph.D. in bio-chemistry at the 
University of Michigan and 
Jaime recently graduated from 
New York University.

that of possible annexation of 
the South Core of this project. 
Settlement based on that term 
alone was not practical from a 
political perspective, nor would 
this have resolved any of the 
other site plan issues. Therefore, 
we regrettably were not able to 
maintain that term as a condition 
of settlement. We do however, 
maintain open lines of communi- 
cation between the City and our- 
selves and will continue to do so, 
as we pursue the development of 
the project. Obviously, the 
North Core will stay within the 
City of Greenbelt corporate lim- 
its and you will derive a great 
deal of benefits, in terms of the 
tax generation and perhaps, more 
importantly the benefits of a pre- 
mier mixed-use transit oriented 
development within the City 
limits. This is a project that has 
regional implications and ben- 
efits and I think that the City 
should be as pleased as we are 
to have such a project in its 
midst. 

Other aspects of the settle- 
ment agreement, notably site 
plan and landscaping approval, 
also were of concern to the 
County who still maintains zon- 
ing and subdivision authority 
and it may have been difficult to 
satisfy the goals of your munici- 
pality as well as the County, 
which has to look at the greater 
good of the County and the re- 
gion. In sum, we apologize for 
the fact that we could not come 
to an agreement at the meeting 
on Monday, April 26, 2004. 
However, we are hopeful that 
such an accommodation can oc- 
cur in the future. Please do not 
hesitate to contact me for any 
clarification of the above, or if 
you wish to meet to discuss any 
other issue.

and can be designed in many 
configurations. The postal ser- 
vice provides training and publi- 
cizes the location to notify cus- 
tomers. Haney also mentioned 
benefits to customers since the 
CPU can be open additional 
hours beyond the traditional 
postal service schedule. 

Reaction was positive from the 
audience. Sheldon Goldberg, 
Greenbelt East Advisory Commit- 
tee, said having a full-service, top 
of the line facility in Greenbelt 
East, a fast-growing part of the 
city and a retail operation under 
contract in Roosevelt Center 
seemed a win/win solution. 

Sylvia Lewis said the CPU 
concept was somewhat like the 
“candy store post offices” she re- 
membered fondly from England. 
She asked if local delivery would 
be as fast from the CPU and 
Haney said yes, that the postal 
service would pick up at the CPU 
on a regular schedule and 
Greenbelt deliveries would still 
be fast-tracked. 

Haney mentioned the high 
quality of service provided by the 
Greenbelt post office employees 
and that it was a model facility 
in that light — but that the build- 
ing was getting old. 

Councilmember Leta Mach 
wanted to know about the cost to 
a business for a CPU. Haney said 
there were staff costs, the cost of 
installation and a surety bond to 
protect the business and custom- 
ers. The CPU is provided by the 
postal service, which provides a 
great deal of assistance, Haney 
explained, in getting started. 

He said that there were almost 
4,600 CPUs in operation, not only 
in the United States but in other 
countries. He made these com- 
ments in response to some con- 
cern about quickly finding an ap- 
propriate business with a seri- 
ous interest in the CPU. 

Mayor Judith Davis wanted to 
know about the timetable for mak- 
ing this decision and building the 
new post office. Haney said that 
he was eager to reach a decision 
and begin construction, which 
could start in four months and be 
completed by the summer. Davis 
wanted to allow for more public 
comment and reaction. She sched- 
uled this topic for further discus- 
sion and a final decision at the 
May 10 city council meeting. 

Voter Verification 

In response to a request from 
Ruth Kastner that council support 
action to require a paper trail to 
verify voting by the time of the 
next election, council opted to 
indicate its support for some type 
of verification but not to urge 
implementation in time for the 
November elections. 


Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts spoke in support of verifica- 
tion. In response to the comment 
that this could cost more, he said, 
“It’s a priceless thing to have an 
honest election.” 

Others raised concerns about 
the impact of a paper trail on vot- 
ing by those visually impaired 
and still others thought that a 
hastily adopted system could 
generate more problems. A com- 
promise was reached to go on 
record in support but to allow 
more time to develop a good ap- 
proach. 

School Funding 

Council approved a Memoran- 
dum of Understanding to be es- 
tablished with the School Board 
in regard to school attendance 
and funding of Eleanor Roosevelt 
and Duval High Schools. The 
school board has decided to shift 
funds intended for Eleanor 
Roosevelt to Duval in light of 
anticipated growth at Duval and 
intentions to reduce student en- 
rollment at ERHS from 2,800 to 
2,200 to 2,400 students. Green- 
belt’s Advisory Committee on 
Education recommended a 
Memorandum of Understanding to 
ensure that school attendance 
boundaries would be drawn so 
that Greenbelt children would at- 
tend Greenbelt schools, both now 
and in the future. 

The city then agreed to sup- 
port the classroom additions at 
Duval in light of projected demo- 
graphic trends. The memorandum 
also guarantees that there will be 
no changes in the special pro- 
grams offered at Eleanor 
Roosevelt and called for a reduc- 
tion in the existing student- 
teacher ratio along with the reduc- 
tion in overall attendance. 
Council added one more stipula- 
tion, that if Greenbelt student 
population grows, new classrooms 
rather than temporary classrooms 
would be added at Roosevelt. 

Health Savings Plan 

Council had a favorable reac- 
tion to the first presentation of 
information about a health sav- 
ings plan for retirees offered by 
the city’s deferred compensation 
provider, the International City/ 
County Management Association 
Retirement Corporation. As pro- 
posed, the plan would allow for 
employees to save for health care 
costs after their retirement by di- 
recting that a portion of the mon- 
ies already contributed to the de- 
ferred compensation plan be put 
to this use. They could also con- 
tribute their own funds. After 
council approved the concept, 
City Manager Michael McLaugh- 
lin said staff would come back 
with a detailed plan for final ap- 
proval. 


Youth Employment Program Initiated 


Applications for the 2004 Sum- 
mer Youth Employment Program 
are now available. The program 
is hosted by Prince George’s 
County for residents for a paid six- 
week summer job experience. 

“This program provides great 
exposure to both our public and 
private sectors for our young 
people,” according to County 
Councilmember Douglas J.J. Peters, 
who represents Greenbelt. “I hope 
all the eligible youths of County 
Council District 4 will take ad- 
vantage of this opportunity,’ he 
concluded. 

The goal of the county’s youth 
employment program is to provide 
an opportunity for a structured, su- 
pervised and quality work experi- 
ence that builds skills and assists 
in career decision-making that may 


provide future employment. Se- 
lected participants are eligible to 
participate in one of three catego- 
ries of work experience: public, 
government and private sectors. 
To be eligible, applicants must 
be residents of the county between 
the ages of 14 and 21 years and 
be in good standing with their 
school. An applicant must provide 
verification of age, citizenship, 
residency, family income and stu- 
dent status if called for an inter- 
view. The deadline for submission 
of applications is May 14.

"Things That Fly" Mural Project for an Artful Afternoon

The chilly weather did not 
stop me from attending the Artful 
Afternoon at the Greenbelt Com- 
munity Center on April 4.

sibilities for daily maintenance of 
facilities. During that 45-year 
period, the square footage for 
Greenbelt city-owned facilities 
has increased from 17,500 sq. ft. 
to 211,600 sq. ft. An additional 
5,500+ sq. ft. 1s expected to 
come on line next year. 

The memo also notes that 
“the age of some of our build- 
ings and the growing complexity 
of some of our newer buildings 1s 
placing increasing burdens on 
staff time and capabilities.” It is 
likely that council will address 
this unfunded request along with 
those from other departments at 
its final budget worksession, 
scheduled for May 17. 

Public Works 

FY04 highlights for the pub- 
lic works crews included: con- 
struction of the new pedestrian 
bridge linking Greenbrook to 
Schrom Hills Park; work on the 
new traffic circle at the entrance 
to the Hunting Ridge commu- 
nity, where public works crews 
saved over $20,000 for the 
project; landscape improvements 
adjacent to the municipal park- 
ing lot; and the recently con- 
structed patio area on the west 
side of the Municipal Building. 

Phelan noted that the horti- 
cultural crews produced over 
9,000 flowering plants this year 
for a savings of $4,500. In ad- 
dition, the city’s efforts at recy- 
cling downed trees have pro- 
vided over 1,000 board feet of 
good-grade lumber to citizens for 
a nominal price. 

Clemens provided council 
with the latest developments on 
the planned renovations and ex- 
pansion of the public works fa- 
cility, noting that “we are com- 
ing down the homestretch” on 
finalizing plans for this innova- 
tive project. She expects the fi- 
nal site plan and other approvals 
by the park and planning com- 
mission to be completed soon 
and the project going out for 
bid mid to late May. The bid 
process should take about two 
months and if all goes well 
groundbreaking could be in July. 

The city has obtained a 
$100,000 grant for the building’s 
designed environmental elements. 
Among other features, it will use 
approximately 90 percent re- 
cycled water, utilize a great deal 
of passive lighting, use recycled 
materials in construction and use 
other “low impact” development 
features. 

Playgrounds 

Phelan told council that by 
the end of July, 21 of the city’s 
31 playgrounds would be up- 
graded. Of the remaining sites, 
three are GHI-owned and seven 
are city-owned. Because there 
are ongoing discussions and 
consideration of an overall city 
plan and policy for playgrounds, 
no GHI playgrounds will be in- 
cluded in the FYO5 planned up- 
grades. Upgrades for six play- 
grounds are planned for the new 
fiscal year with $37,500 included 
in the capital projects fund for 
the work. 

In contrast, staff is recom- 
mending elimination of the 
Greenbriar Park, which is _lo- 
cated on the south side of 
Hanover Parkway adjacent to 
Greenwood Village and Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School because 
of its poor location and lack of 
use by children. The park 
equipment will be transferred to 
a playground on Breezewood 
Drive. Staff will work with the 
Greenbriar community on a de- 
sign for any new facility for 


the park. 
Tree Policy 

Phelan also described the 
department’s efforts at maintain- 
ing Greenbelt’s “Urban Forest” 
(mainly streetscape trees). Work- 
ing with the city’s Advisory 
Committee on Trees, the city has 
begun a program of filling in 
where street trees are missing 
and reducing the loss of mature 
trees, by such measures as bolt- 
ing Bradford pear tree limbs to 
give them better strength in 
storms and aerating soils at tree 
bases. 

Another “green initiative” of 
the city is the use of alternative 
fuels for city vehicles. Cindy 
Murray, the city’s recycling coor- 
dinator, briefed council on the 
program which now includes five 
vehicles using compressed natu- 
ral gas (CNG) and 40 vehicles 
using biodiesel, a mixture of 
regular diesel fuel and 20 per- 
cent soy oil. 

Last year the city obtained a 
State of Maryland Energy Ad- 
ministration grant to construct 
and install a CNG fast fueling 
facility. This facility is now in a 
test mode. When fully opera- 
tional, it will provide for more 
efficient filling for the city’s 
CNG vehicles and those of other 
government agencies or the pub- 
lic, 

Although the city made a 
switch to biodiesel for environ- 
mental (clean air) reasons, 
biodiesel fuel is more expensive 
than standard diesel fuel. Staff is 
conducting emission and other 
tests to evaluate whether that use 
should be continued, especially 
if fuel costs continue to rise. 

Waste Pick-up 

Murray also discussed with 
council the proposed change in 
Greenbelt’s yard waste pick-up 
program. Currently the city is 
collecting loose leaves and yard 
waste from several sectors of the 
city and transporting them to the 
compost facility at Northway 
Field. Approximately 600 cubic 
yards of mulch are processed an- 
nually and used for landscaping 
projects. It is also made avail- 
able to the public free of charge. 

On the other hand, city crews 
collect nearly 300 tons of 
leaves and yard waste in plastic 
bags annually, which has to be 
transported to the Prince 
George’s County Western Branch 
Composting Facility in Upper 
Marlboro, costing approximately 
$7,000 in disposal fees and 
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$2,300 in transportation costs 
every year. 

The plastic bagged material 
cannot be processed at the 
Northway Fields because the 
bags do not decompose and the 
cost to de-bag it is prohibitive. 
For this reason, staff proposed 
requiring residents to use paper 
bags for bagged leaves and yard 
waste pick-up beginning in 
March, 2005. 

Residents would be required 
to use either paper yard bags or 
plastic bins for leaf and yard 
waste collection. Paper bags can 
be processed along with the yard 
waste at the Northway Field fa- 
cility. If accepted, this proposal 
would have only a small budget- 
ary impact — reduced expenses 
saved from shipping to Western 
Branch but some offsetting ex- 
penses for promotion of the new 
system and a one-time purchase 
of 10,000 paper bags to get the 
program started. 

The proposal envisions that 
residents would purchase their 
own bags or a plastic bin or re- 
ceptacle for the collections. 
Through a series of informa- 
tional flyers and weekly ads later 
this year, public works would 
start encouraging residents to be- 
gin using paper or plastic bin re- 
ceptacles. Additionally, paper 
yard bags will be given away 
free to residents at city events. 
In 2005, the bags will then go 
on sale. 

Since GHI residents do not 
enjoy the benefits of the leaf 
vacuum service, staff has recom- 
mended that they continue to re- 
ceive 10 paper yard bags per 
year. After March 1, 2005, plas- 
tic bags containing leaves and 
yard waste will be tagged and 
not collected. The tags will in- 
form residents to put the leaves 
and yard waste either in paper 
bags or a yard waste bin. 

This proposal received consid- 
erable discussion. City Manager 
Michael McLaughlin noted that 
it might be “painful when a resi- 
dent gets [improperly] bagged 
yard waste turned down.” 
Councilmember Leta Mach 
opined that the proposal is “a 
good idea and [there] could be 
additional savings in the future.” 

Bulk Trash 

Another waste disposal 
change under study is the bulk 
trash pick-up policy. Staff is 
hoping to provide for allowance 
of an extra fee for the pick-up of 
abnormally large special trash

collections. There have been 
times when nearly the entire con- 
tents of a house were put out for 
pick-up. Another case involved 
the pick-up of certain items such 
as construction debris that re- 
quire an extra disposal fee or are 
not suitable for disposal at the 
county landfill. Staff is consid- 
ering a change that would allow 
the levy of a “time and disposal 
expense fee” for such pick-ups or 
recommend that the resident 
make other arrangements for such 
materials. 

Regarding the regular one- 
day-a-week trash pick-up, staff is 
considering possible changes to 
the city’s code that would re- 
quire that 32-gallon closed trash 
receptacles be placed either at 
the street side or beside an ac- 
cessible path on the day of pick- 
up. The rationale for the change 
is that refuse workers are some- 
times required to maneuver 
through obstacles or dangerous 
circumstances in order to reach 
the receptacles. 

Finally, the city’s waste dis- 
posal budget for FYO5 includes a 
proposed increase in the refuse 
fee of $1.50 per quarter or $6 
per year. Also proposed is rais- 
ing the recycling-only fee $3 per 
year to $23. The last time the 
fees were raised was 2001. 

Problems 

Other items discussed in- 
cluded the possibility that the 
city might have to pull back on 
some of its traditional landscap- 
ing improvements for lack of 
manpower to cover the growing 
commitments. In this context, it 
was noted that another unfunded 
item was a request for $15,000 to 
take up some of the slack here 
by using contractors. 

Councilmember Konrad Her- 
ling raised the issue of adequate 
capitalization for the Replace- 
ment Fund. In response, Hall 
noted the aging of the public 
works vehicle fleet. “We have 
been making it work,” he said, 
“by deferring purchases longer.” 

In wrapping up the work ses- 
sion, Mayor Judith Davis ex- 
pressed appreciation to the pub- 
lic works management and asked 
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that they convey council’s appre- 
ciation to the department’s super- 
visors and crews for the “exceed- 
ingly hard work that the depart- 
ment does for Greenbelt citi- 
zens,” continuing to provide 
practically everything that every- 
one requests, “even though you 
are stretched thin.”
